1k and N, W. 12-24-22 
was signed, scaled and witnessed an.l 
a letter was viven Mr Resmussen re- 
lieving the C. P. R. of responsibility 
for the culvert removed and ditch 
filled at this location. 

At 12.15 the meet ng adjourned fo 
lunch. The council then preceeded to 
gether with A. Larsen of Standard 
and E. S. Naylor of Chancellor ta 
Eventide Home for dinner. Upon re- 
ecnvening in tte afternoon ali re- 
ported they were surprised at th 
size, the general efifiiency of the 
many departments of the institutio. 
they observed working, and the num 
ber of inmates, All expressed thet 
appreciation of the werk carried on 
and the kindly and courteous treat 
ment from Adjutant and Mrs. Sutihe:- 
land, their hosts. 

Same eighteen persone from Muni 
cipal Districts 218 and 248 were pres 
ent at the meeting. Amcng them wer. 
Mr. A. Larsen, reeve of Grass veu 
‘and Mr. Walrod of Rockyford. Bot: 
gentlemen addressed the council 1e- 
questing that the four miles of reac. 
north of Tiede’s corner receive extra 
consideration, giving the many res 
sons why this four miles cf cad 
should, if at all possible, be brougn 
up to a higher standard this coming 
season. 

Counciller Whieatley advised thes 
could count on his support to thei 
request and stated he was of the 
opinion that Mr. Thers:en’s att ui 
was the same as the proposed wor 
was in turn for Division No. 6. Coui 
eillor Rasmussen expressed himse + 
as this work being necesary to tak: 
care of the traffic carried, Deputy 
Reeve Umbritie added his assurance 

The condition of the Strathmore 
Gleichen highway was then discussed 
and it was mutally agreed that som 
request be made to have this highway 
rebuilt. Later in the day a rescl_to 
was prepared and forwarded to tho 
Minister of Public Works.

A perfect wheat is badly needed by 
farmers in the rust areas of Wester: 
Canada, 

Tne rust area comprises the whol 
of Manitoba, and as well Saskatc:.e 
wan east of a vertical line running 


through Shellbrook, Saskatoon and 
Moose Jaw, 
For many years the ablest plant 


breeders in the United States, Canada 
and in other countries, have been en 
ccavoring to produce a suitable musi 
resistant wheat. Several varieties 
have now been licensed use in 
Canada, and other varieties are stili 
under test. 

Thatcher is the most widely 
tributed rust-resistant yvaricty at 
present, It is a few days earlier than 
Marquis, somewhat higher yielding, 
and is rust-resistant to a high degree. 

Thatcher is abvcut the same mill ng 
and baking qualities as Marquis, It 
his well good strength of straw. 

The defects of Thatcher are that 
the kernals are not of such a good 
shape as the Marquis berry, and as 
well they have rather a dull color, so 
that the giain grades, on the average, 
about one-fifth of a grade less than 
Marquis. 

Other licensed rust-vesistant wheats 
are Renown (a preduct of the Liomin- 
ion Rust Research Laboratory, Winni- 
peg,) and Apex, (developed by the 
University of Saskatchewan,

The last mecting of the town coun 
cilors saw Mayor Purcell and Coun 
ciliors MeCcnnell, Menard, Thomp 
sen, Deshayes Michae] and McDon 
ald present. 

Lt.-Col, Lewis waited on the coun 
cil in connection with a flag staff fo 
the tcwn to be erected in order thai 
the flag be flown on Coronotic’n Day 
May 12th. He explained that it had 
been decided that a celebration would 
be held on May 12th in which var- 
ious vrganizations would take part, 
and as there would be certain ex- 
penses attached ~ to it he asked the 
council to consider contributing a 
share of this expense. 

The mayor explained that he had 
taken the matter of the flag staff up 
with the public works commitee and 
arrangements had been made to erect 
a flag staff of iron pipe. In connec- 
tion with the financial assistance, it’ 
sas felt that the financial condition 
cf the town at present did not per- 
mit granting funds for this purpose 
but it was suggested that some sort 
of entertainment be arranged for 
which the town would contribute the 
use of the Community Hall, and the 
proceeds could be used for the Cor- 
‘nation celebration, 

Mr. Glendinning of Strathmore, 
waited on the council in connection 
\ith the renting of the Community 
Hall for picture purposes, the ar- 
rangement to ‘be a straight net of 
$10 per week and a third of every- 
thing over $60. This would include 
one show in the afterncon and two 
shows in the evening. A letter had al- 
so been received from Sharp’s Circuib 
Shows setting out a propositicn in 
vonnection with the operation of the 
nicture shcws, Both matters were 
‘eld in abeyance. 

The secreary advised that several 
telephone calls had been received 
from Calgary in connection with the 
Grownary family and that tianspor- 
taticn for waeis return to Gleichen had 
been requested, The seeretary was 
instructed ty Arite the telief -lepart- 
ment, Calgary and advise them that 
the council’s final decision is that this 
iamily is not a responsibility of Glei- 
chen and that a copy of the corres- 
yondence hed been forwarded to A. 
H, Miller, of the department of re- 
lief and public welfare, Edmonton. 
At tl¥’s point Mr. Brewnary present- 
ed himself to the council and was 
turned over to the R.C.M.P. until 
such time as the matter was settled. 

P. Deshayes was granted an ecx- 
change of lvts. The secretary ad- 
vised the council of the business tax 
ecllected since last meeting. The sec- 
retary was instructed to advise those 
still in arrears that unless their bus- 
iness tax arrears was paid within 30 
days proceedings would be instituted. 

It was decided to hold a tax sale 
on the first of June, 

A letter had been received from 
the National Institute for the Blind 
asking for a donation. The council 
ordered a donation cf $10, A charge 
of $2 per lot for 25 foot lots will be 
made for lots rented from town for 
garden purpses, Lots of greater size 
will be charged for on this basis, The 
renter will have to pay for them in 
advance at the time cf making ap- 
plication, No new lets are to be brok- 
en up for gorden purposes, The pub- 
lic works department committee were 
cmpowered to secure the shed they 
need for the town. 

A by-law pursuant to the Social 
Credit tax act was introduced and 
passed. Also passed wis a by-law to 
impose a business tax 

Many other matters pertaining te 
the welfare of the town were discuss- 
ed and settled before adjourning.

Highways And The Tourist 


oL

It requires very little study of figures just published in the National 
Revenue Review, issued under the authority of the Minister of National 
fevenue at Ottawa, to convince one in an impressive way of the growing | 
importance of tourist traffic between the United States and Canada. | 

A little further analysis, however, conveys more than an impression 
that Eastern Canada and particularly Ontario and Quebec, and in the west 
British Columbia, are deriving the major portion of the benefits which must | 
accrue from intercommunication in this forrn and that the prairie provinces | 
are almost left high and dry, for which, of course, there must be reasons, 

Without delving too steeply into statistics a glance at a few figures 
is illuminating, as to the actual facts. | 

With the intention of visiting the neighboring country to the south for 
periods up to 60 days, occupants of 30,000 more Canadian automobiles drove 
into the United States in 1936 than in the previous year. On the other 
hand 470,000 more cars from the United States entered Canada last year 
than in 1935, a total gain for the combined flow of traffic in both directions 
of half a million cars in the 12 month period. | 

In the east, of course, some of this traffic represents little more | 
than daily commuting or week end visiting between neighboring cities on | 
either side of the international boundary under 48 hour permits, but even | 
after this type of traffic is eliminated there remains an enormous increase 
in genuine tourist traffic under 60 day touring permits. For instance, | 
through the three busiest ports in the Dominion—-Windsor combined with | 
Walkerville, Fort Erie and Niagara Falls, the increase in the number of, 
cars entering Canada under 60 day tourist permits was 126 321. 

When these figures are pitted against those representing the flow of | 
. tourist traffic between the two countries through ports of entry in the 
prairie provinces a magnifying glass is-almost necessary to detect the 
latter. ‘ 

To illustrate, the increase in the number of automobiles crossing the | 
boundary through the prairie ports in both directions was only 4,201 as 
compared with the preceding year and the total flow of tourist traffic north 
and south through the six principal prairie ports was 42,589 automobiles | 
in 1936 with 22,340 Canadian cars going into the United States and 20,249 
American automobiles travelling northward. In other words the total move: | 
ment in both directions through all prairie ports last year was approxi- | 
mately the same as the average increase in tourist traffic in one direction 
through only one of the three busiest ports in the east. And the com-, 
parison refers only to tourist traffic in the east under a 60 day permit. 
Comparison of figures between traffic through British Columbia ports and 
through the prairie ports is relative with those of the east to a lesser 
degree. 

In addition to the insignificance of tne tourist traffic through prairie 
ports compared with the rest of the country it is also worthy of note that) 
more Canadian cars are travelling south through prairie ports than Ameri-— 
can carloads of tourists visiting in Canada and that this trend was greater | 
in 1936 than the previous year whereas the situatien is reversed in the east. | 

As long as the east is more populous than the west, contains great 
centres of population in comparatively close proximity to one another on 
either side of the international boundary, and as long as greater wealth 
is concentrated in the east than in the west, greater travel on the north 
and south highways in the east than on those through the prairie ports is 
to be expected. 

But even after making due allowance for these considerations it would | 
appear that the prairie provinces are not making the most of their oppor- 
tunities and are not attractng as many American tourists to the country 
as they should, Undoubtedly the prineipal reason is the condition of the 
highways in the prairie provinces. ; 

During depression years the cost of ifmproving and maintaining high- | 
ways in the prairie provinces through a sparsely settled country has been | 
more than the governments could bear. There have been, and still are, 
many complaints, and as a result residents of the western States prefer to 
travel on their own highways and there is a tendency for western Cana- 
dians to ride southward where the highways are more smooth and pleasant. | 

Until this condition of affairs is remedied the disparity between. the | 
flow of north and southbound traffic across the boundary through prairie 
ports is likely to become more accentuated year by year and when the 
value of American tourist traffic to Eastern Canada is reckoned in dollars 
and cents the wisdom of continuance of a cheeseparing policy in the prairie | 
provinces any longer than is absolutely imperative if it is imperative— | 
may well be doubted.

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Spelling Match 
Shows University Graduates To Be 
Shockingly Poor Spellers 


In an age when proper diction and 
clear enunciation of the English lan- 
guage are submerged in a flood of 
coined words and colloquialisms, a re- 
vival of the old-fashioned spelling 
bee seems anomalous. A series of 
spelling contests, are now being aired 
over the radio where, we always be- 
lieved, spelling of a word really mat- 
tered very little if it was clearly and 
correctly pronounced. 

The speaking vocabulary of the av- 
erage American is estimated to be 
between three and four hundred 
words, most of them of two and 
three syllable construction. Simple 
words like “believe,” ‘“seize’’ and 
“occurred” are a problem for most of 
us. Confronted wth such stumbling 
blocks as ‘phthisis,” ‘‘asafoetida,” 
“pseudonym” and “ptilinum,” we 
would be inclined to doubt the exist- 
ence of any such word in the Ameri- 
can language. What confuses us is 
the broadcasting of the fact that the 
majority of Americans, holding uni- 
versty and college degrees, suppos- 
edly intelligent and well-read, are 

| shockingly poor spellers. 

So it seems to us that the radio 
spelling bee is an attempt to revive 
an art that has long ago outlived its 
usefulness.—San Francisco Journal.

At the moment Toronto had be- 
come a booming frontier town, For 
fifty years previously, the obscure, 
isolated, little place had been strug- 
gling within its muddy self to keep 
up the smart military and _ social 
Swagger of the capital of Upper Can- 
ada, Its trade had been obliged to 
play second fiddle to high-hatted 
policies of crown government. Things 
had moved slowly. To amount to 
anything in those days, a person re- 
quired an official job or an official 
connection of some kind. 

But rapid changes were now set- 
ting in. The magnetic telegraph 
had arrived; and railroads were 
things actively thought about. The 
Canada Company was pushing set- 
tlernent with vigor. There had been 
8 crop failure in Europe in the sum- 
mer of 1846; and the rot or curl in 
the pratties, that brought woe to 
the thatched cottages of Ireland and 
the shielings of the Highlands, gave 
better prices for farm produce to the 
log cabins of Canada.

Advances New Theory 


Ambition Indirectly Causes Much 
Sickness, Opinion of Doctor 

Ambition is the indirect cause of 
at least half the physical sickness in 
the country, according to Dr. Porter 
Vinson, of the Medical College of 
Virginia faculty, formerly diagnosti- 
cian with the Mayo Clinic, Roches- 
ter, Minn. 

Dr. Vinson, calmly philosophical 
himself, asserted that the desire to 
better one’s lot in life, an urge which 
he characterized as ‘‘a heritage of 
democracy,” caused a worker to 
strive “in an atmosphere of speed and | 
harassment until he is nervously ex- 
hausted and ruined for the happiness 
and usefulness he might find in his 
own sphere, 

“His exhaustion and frustration 
cause physical symptoms,” Dr. Vin- 
son explained. ‘‘Headaches he mis- 
takes for a brain tumor, stomach 
pains he fears are cancer. 

“Then, disappointed and worn out, 
he retreats into an attiude of blam- 
ing this failure on his physical han- 
dicap, He accepts these functional 
disorders and worries over them un- 
til they increase, 

“The nervous system is so closely 
allied with the physical makeup that 
it is hard to tell where one stops and 
the other begins. So it is that nerv- 
ous exhaustion can cause physical 
symptoms which, by this vicious 
circle, simulate chronic physical ail- 
ments. 

“If people could learn,’’ Dr, Vinson 
concluded, ‘whatever their status, 
that the best happiness to be had is 
in doing their work the best they can 
and turning out a good job, we 
wouldn’t have all this trouble.”
